London, Nov. 20.—The sudden flam­ 
ing up of the quarrel between Servia 
and Austria, which seemed for a while 
to have died down, and the absent of 
the allies to the Turkish proposal to 
discuss the terms of an armistice with 
peace in view, are the tw’o present 
topics cf interest to the diplomats who 
follow the Balkan affairs. 
Daily the relations between Austria 
and Servia are growing more strained. 
There are accusations of bad faith and 
breaking of promises coming now 
from both sides. 
In spite of the re­ 
assurances of optimists, the quarrel 
between the two countries over tho 
right of Servia to come to the Adri­ 
atic and over the alleged ill-treatment 
of Austrian consuls by the Serbs, has 
grown out of a bicker into a dispute 
of such import that th€re are those 
who insist that there will tie fighting 
before the question is decided, and 
fighting that may extend to others 
than the two nations concerned. It is 
reported from Vienna that the Austro- 
Hungarian minister at Belgrade has 
been instructed to demand from Ser­ 
via a decisive answer as to the posi­ 
tion she is going to take in regard to 
an Adriatic seaport and affairs in Al­ 
bania. So far the Serbs have answer­ 
ed Austria in a vague and ambiguous 
way. If there comes no answer within 
a certain period or if that answer is 
not satisfactory, then vigorous mili­ 
tary measures w ll follow, it is said. 
Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria 
is quoted as saying to one of his ad­ 
visers: 
“We are in favor of peace. 
We are not in favor of peace at any 
price. 
There are certain limits be­ 
yond 
which 
our 
patience 
cannot 
stretch.” 
From the capital of Servia, on the 
other band, is a semi-official ctate- 
nient that if Austria will recognize 
Servians legitimate claims the Serbs 
will do their utmost to reciprocate Sn 
the m atter of Austria’s economic in­ 
terests. and that a European war ma? 
thus bf averted. 
The Servians, say- 
this statem ent, are doing their best to 
preserve the* sympathy of the civilized 
world, and Vienna and Buda Pest 
should recognize this and understand 
that Servia must assimilate the na­ 
tional aspirations. 
The occupation of Alcssio by the 
combined Servian and Montenegrin 
armies hrs done much to ro u se anew’ 
the ire of Austria. 
That nation felt 
indignant when they learned that the 
Serbs were near Durazzo on the Adri­ 
atic and the occupation of San Gio­ 
vanni De Medua by the Montenegrins 
and the rumors of the iii treatm ent cf 
Austrian citizens and property there 
has had no cooling effect. 
But while 
diplomats go so far as to say that 
Servia may rely on the sympathy et 
the Slavs in Austria-Hungary and the 
support of her Balkan allies to fling 
a challenge at the bigger nation, peace 
lovers take heart over the acceptance 
by the allies of the Turkish proposals. 
The reply sent by the allies to Tur­ 
key follows: 
“The Bulgarian govern­ 
ment. after agreement with the allied 
cabinets of Servia. Montenegro and 
Greece, informs tho porte that pleni­ 
potentiaries have been appointed wit* 
instructions to arrange with the com­ 
mander in chief of the Turkish armies 
the conditions of an armistice and sub­ 
sequently to proceed to the conclu­ 
sion of peace.” 
It is probable that all 
the steps 
toward peace will be taien by Turkey 
and the allies independent of the pow­ 
ers. whose services in mediation are 
no longer required. The chancellories 
of Europe will do their utmost, how 
ever, to prevent the allies from mak­ 
ing too drastic demands upon defeated 
Turkey. 
That the term s demanded 
by Ike allies will im drastic is the gen- 
belief. Turkey took the initiative 
in the peace talk. She let the fighters 
of the little states ' ow that she fear­ 
ed them and that they will give up 
their advantage sr v s most doubtful

Remains of former civilization have 
long made Saloniki famous.

the city’s walls is the so called trium ­ 
phal arch of Constantine. Las Incan- 
tadas, an entrance to a long destroyed 
hippodrome, sections of two Roman 
highways paved with lava, and two 
massive Roman gateways. 
There are several churches (now 
mosques) of the early Christian civili­ 
zation. whose decorations, still well 
preserved, make them important in the 
history of Byzantine architecture. The 
principal of these are known to all 
students of architecture as the mosques 
of St. Sophia. St. George and St. De­ 
metrius. 
St. 
Sophia 
was 
probably 
erected by Justinian’s architect. An­ 
themius. and it was turned into a 
mosque in 1580. 
Its casings of white 
I marble have been copied in several re­ 
cent examples of Byzantine architec­ 
ture. 
The prosperity of the city, achieved 
principally 
through 
maritime 
com­ 
merce. is so great that it ranks second 
only to Constantinople as a Turkish 
seaport. 
The splendid harbor is pro­ 
tected by a breakwater 1.800 feet long. 
The Austro-Hungarian railway system 
affords easy access by land with the 
rich valleys lying toward Belgrade. 
Adrianople. Sofia hnd Constantinople. 
The s|»eech of the city is known as 
“Ladino,” a corrupted form of Spanish 
introduced by the exiled Spanish Jews, 
who comprise more than half of the 
city’s insulation. 
Under the name of “Thessaionica” 
th** town-was a place of great impor­ 
tance to the Romans, and it is famous 
in connection w ith the early history of 
Christianity because of ra n i’s Epistles 
to tho Thessalonians. 
In 300 A. D. Saloniki was the scene 
of a dreadful massacre perpetrated by 
the command of Theodosius after the 
city bad become a defense of the an­ 
cient civilization against barbaric in­ 
r o a d s. 
Constantine repaired its port. 
The Slavonic trills strove vainly to 
take the city throughout the seventh 
century. 
In the ninth century Simeon 
of Bulgaria came against It because of

ports to Pay $1.20 a Ton. 


SAME AS SUEZ CANAL RATES. 


W arships W ill Pay 50 Cents a Ton— It 
W ill Pay In Twenty Years— Rates 
Expected to Meet Fixed Charges and 
Provide Sinking Fund In Ten Years. 


In compliance with the 1’anama ca­ 
nal act President T aft has issued a proc­ 
lamation announcing the rates of toll 
to be paid by the vessels passing 
through the waterway. 
The rates fix­ 
ed are those recommended by Emery 
R. Johnson, professor of transportation 
and commerce of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 
The 
president, after 
long aud careful consideration of the 
data, found no reason for making any 
change in the rates recommended. 
The rate for merchant vessels carry­ 
ing passengers and cargo is $1.20 per 
net ton. 
Each IOO cubic feet of earn­ 
ing space in the ship will be accounted 
as a ton. 
Vessels iu ballast without 
passengers are to pay 40 i»er cent less 
than the rate for vessels with passen­ 
gers and cargo. 
Warships other than t r a n s i t s , col­ 
liers. hospital aud supply sbips are to 
pay 50 cents per displacement ton. 
T ran sp o rts and other auxiliaries are to 
pay $1.20 per ton. 
No per capita pas­ 
senger toll will be required. The Suez 
passenger toll is about $175 for each 
passenger. 


Governments to Be Notified. 
The president’s proclamation, togeth­ 
er with the rules for the measurement 
of vessels, which are now in course of 
preparation by Professor Johnson, will 
be transm itted to the various govern­ 
ments with which the United States 
has commercial treaties and relations. 
Eight governments will be asked to 
translate the proclamation, together 
with the rules for measuremeut. a id 
direct the proper officials to prepare 
blanks suitable for the use of all mer­ 
chant vessels that may pass through 
the canal. 
The government will he 
asked also to direct the measurement 
of vessels that will pass through the 
canal, so that the proper papers may 
be shown to the canal authorities when 
the ship arrives at either terminal.

“THE LINCOLN WAY” 


To M irk Route Taken by Em ancipa­ 
tor’* Fam ily In 1830. 
. Pursuant to an act of the Illinois leg­ 
islature a preliminary Investigation of 
the route traveled by the Lincoln fam ­ 
ily In removing from Indiana to Illi­ 
nois in 1830 has been finished by 
Charles M Thompson, assistant in his­ 
tory at the University of Illinois. 
So far as Mr. Thompson was able to 
determine, the Lincolns crossed the 
W abash.river at Vincennes. Ind., and 
traveled on the Vincennes-St. Louis 
stage road to Lawrenceville, where 
they 
turned 
northward,

through Palestine. York and Darwin 
to Paris. 
From Paris they appear to 
have follow’ed the stage road through 
Charleston to Shelbyville, whence they 
Journeyed to Decatur. The trustees of 
the State Historical library have this

He said that it should compete suc­ 
cessfully with the Suez route for the 
traffic of Europe with South American 
west coast points and with New Zea­ 
land. but could not be expected to com­ 
pete successfully for Europe’s trade to 
the far east. 
Taking the estimates of the canal 
commission for the expenses of opera­ 
tion and maintenance of the canal and 
for the improvements held to be neces­ 
sary at the end of a decade. Professor 
Johnson figures that the rate lier net 
ton can be reduced at the end of ten 
years to $1 
The Johnson report shows that a for­ 
eign traffic of about 9.000.000 tons may 
be ex acted through the canal in its 
first two years of operation, a traffic 
of more than 11,000.000 tons in 1020 
and 14.000,000 tons in 1925. 
Although 
not maintaining that bis estimate is 
final. Professor Johnson declared that 
an increase of 60 per cent a decade in 
tonnage could be looked for. 
American coastwise shipping was ex­ 
empted from toll payment by congress. 
It was to this provision of the act that 
Great Britain diplomatically protest­ 
ed, but no reference to the incident 
was made in the president’s proclama­ 
tion.

The M arshalls of Vir­ 
ginia, from the days of the father of 
the great chief justice of that name, 
have taken rank with the W ashing­ 
tons, the Randolphs, the Lees and oth­ 
er families whose histories are part of 
the history of the state and of the 
country. 
Tom M arshall, as he is called in In­ 
diana, is a worthy complement to 
Woodrow* Wilson. 
Like Governor Wil­ 
son, Governor M arshall is regarded as 
a good campaigner, and. like the presi­ 
dent elect, he makes his most effective 
points in caustic aud w itty epigrams. 
Governor 
M arshall 
was 
born 
in 
North 
M anchester. 
W abash county. 
Iud., fifty-eight years ago. 
His father 
was Dr. Daniel M. M arshall, a physi­ 
cian 
in 
com fortable 
circum stances. 
His mother, who was M artha E. P at­ 
terson before her m arriage, was a di­ 
rect descendant of Charles Carroll of 
Carrollton, a signer of the Declaration 
of Independence. 
In 1873 M arshall was graduated from 
the W abash college at Crawfordsville, 
Iud., receiving the degree of bachelor 
of arts. 
At college he achieved a re 
m arkable reputation for scholarship, 
qualifying easily for Phi Beta Kappa. 
A fter his graduation Mr. M arshall 
moved to Fort W ayne and took up 
tho study of law* in the office of Judge 
W alter Gds. On the day he was tw en­ 
ty -one years old, March 14. 1875. he 
was adm itted to the bar 
M eanwhile 
he had settled in Columbia City, Iud., 
and he has made his home a t Colum­ 
bia City ever since. 


A Conspicuous Figure. 
It was not long before M arshall be­ 
gan to display unusual legal ability 
aud became a conspicuous figure in the 
courts of northern Indiana. 
It was while playing the role of a 
country "law yer that Marshall wooed 
and won Miss Lois I. Kimsey of Ar­ 
go!.!. Ind.. iu 1805. 
He and his w ife 
have 
been 
Inseparable 
companions, 
though no children have been born to 
them 
Marshall 
might 
have 
remained 
a 
country lawyer but for bls sound com­ 
mon sense in refusing to run for con­ 
gress on Cie Democratic ticket when 
asked to do SO in 1*898. 
Ile was offered 
the nom ination, but he said no 
Ile was urged to run on the ground 
that it was his turn to be elected, as 
“every other decent Democrat in the 
district” had been. but be stood firm 
and said that fie would not consider 
politics as a vocation and would not ac­ 
cept any nominal iou for a less office 
than governor. 
Governor M arshall’s friends call him 
a “progressive w ith the brakes set. 
He has been Indiana’s governor since 
190S, receiving a m ajority of 15.000 at 
the sam e time th at the Hoosier State 
went for T aft by 10,000. 
His election 
was all the more noteworthy inasmuch 
as Iii 1904 Indiana had gone Republi­ 
can by more than 85.0011. 


Not a Politician. 
The governor is a short, slender, wiry 
man with a keen eye. There is little of 
the politician about him. In fact, from 
the moment that he became the nomi­ 
nee for governor be was the despair of 
the party leaders throughout the state 
Ile did his campaigning in his own 
way. journeying from town to town 
with Mrs M arshall, anti calmly telling 
the Voters what they might expect it 
they elected him. 
In his first term of ethic Marshall 
was handicapped by the fact that the 
upper house iii hull ma v. is Republican 
Ile made himself sn p<>; alar with tile 
people of the st:;:e, h o w e v e r, that they 
gave him in 191?' a solid Democrat!, 
legislature. 
It w • tfi * that fie tool 
s stand against Tom l\iggnrt. Demo 
Cretic le ss of tile state, on the ques 
tion of choosing a F aked States semi 
tor—and won out. 
His candidate. John 
W Kern, who I: d been Bryan’s run­ 
ning mate Iii IIM is. was Indorsed by the 
Democratic state convention and later 
sleeted senator from Indiana. 
Some of the more inqKirtant pieces 
jf legislation enacted during bis sec­ 
ond term were: 
Ratification of the income tax amend- 
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ment through the federal constitution, 
a resolution for the popular election of 
United States senators, corrupt prac­ 
tice and campaign contribution publici­ 
ty statute, aa employers* liability law 
on liberal lines, abolishing workmen’* 
waiver and the fellow servant rule, a 
bill authorizing railroad commissions 
to fix rates, child labor laws, cold 
storage limitations, standardization of 
weights and measures, sanitary inspec­ 
tion of schoolhouses, industrial inspec­ 
tion for safety of factories, mines and 
railroad, a law making block signals 
obligatory on all steam and electric 
railways and a bill for making uniform 
the accounting of all public offices la 
the state. 
In the course of many speeches Mar­ 
shall has made clear his attitude aa 
most of the great questions of the day. 
The general progressive views, how­ 
ever. do not carry him to the point of 
favoring the recall of judges or judicial 
decisions. 
Speaking before the con­ 
vention which indorsed him for presi­ 
dent last March, he said: 
“Lincoln held it to be the inalienabm 
right of an unsuccessful litigant to go 
down to the tavern and cuss the court. 
it is the theory of Roosevelt that it is 
the right of the unsuccessful litigaat 
to go down to the tavern and overrule 
the court. 
Bitterness of spirit and in­ 
dignation at what I deem to be judicial 
injustice seize me. 
Even now I am 
chafing under what I conceive to he 
the unwarranted interference of courts 
with my prerogatives. 
But my sober 
judgment, looking to the permanent 
good of tile people, compete me to in­ 
sist that the courts must remain free 
and untrammeled; that we must seek 
relief through the remedy we now have 
and patiently abide the reversal of ju ­ 
dical injustice. Until the provisions of 
our present constitution with reference 
to officials are tried aud until graver 
evils arise than have thus far arise* 
there is but slight demand for the ia- 
itiative. referendum and recall.” 


As to Bosses and Machines. 


More recently, at Fort Wayne, in a 
speech before the Indiana Editorial as­ 
sociation on “How May Constitutional 
Governnrent Endure?” he stated his po­ 
sition with great clearness on the gen­ 
eral proposition of representative gov­ 
ernment. 
“ N otw ithstanding our boast, our gov­ 
ernm ent is not of and by and for the 
people.” said he. "yet I make bold to 
say th at it is still a representative 
democracy. 
Public speakers aud the 
public press have been giving voice for 
tw enty years to the fact th at this is not 
a people’s government, with laws to 
preserve the equality of mankind and 
to give each citizen his opportunity for 
honest success. 
It has been heralded 
and shouted that the bosses are in con 
trol from ocean to ocean; that their 
machines have taken over the politics 
and legislation of this country; that 
the bosses and their machines have 
prevented the people from crystallizing 
our great Ideals into laws that could 
be enforced 
“To be sure, we have had bosses 
and we have had m achine politics in 
America 
We have had 
legislation 
which, by enactm ent and construction. 
bus not tended to promote the ideal of 
equality and the opportunity for honest 
success. 
But it is equally true that the 
people, if they could only get a chance 
to express themselves, would declare 
in unm istakable term s their belief that 
this system 
was 
vicious—that 
they 
would smash the machines, banish the 
bosses and select officials w*bo w*ouId 
always stand four square with the 
theories of the fathers.** 


Some cf His Official Acts. 


One of the acts that brought Gover­ 
nor M arshall into the public eye was 
his honoring California’* requisition for 
John J. McNamara. 
At the moment 
there was a deal of honest doubt of 
M cNam ara’s guilt, and it required no 
small degree of courage to surrender 
the man into the hands of the Califor­ 
nia authorities. 
Those who criticised 
Governor Marshall for that act at the 
time had good cause to revise their 
judgm ent later, when the dynam iter 
confessed. 
Sunday baseball was another ques­ 
tion ^vith which he had to wrestle as 
governor 
A bill legalizing Sunday 
games passed both houses and went 
to him for approval. 
Marshall was 
opposed to Sunday ball, but he took 
the stand that his personal views in 
the matter should not overweigh the 
view of a large majority of the legis 
lators elected to make the laws. 
He 
vetoed the first bill, however, because 
it did not repeal a law* already on the 
books which made Sunday baseball ii 
legal. 
Whereupon the legislature re­ 
drew the bill and submitted it again 
This time he signed it. notwithstanding 
the strong protest of the strict church 
element. 
Marshall likes long w’alks and enjoys 
rending the literature of the ancients 
In fact. reading is his chief diversion 
He has the happy faculty of throwing 
off business cares on leaving the of 
flee. 
Since taking an fictive part in the po 
Utica! affairs of Indiana he has been 
nicknamed “Little Tom” as a term of 
affection. 
Ile is a >5 much opposed to 
physical culture and all needless mus­ 
cular activity as was the late Mark 
Twain. 
Governor Marshall is a Presbyterian. 
* trustee of Wabash college and a thir­ 
ty-third degree Mason.—Cincinnati En­ 
nui rer.

The immediate cause of the surren­ 
der w’aiN t< stimony to the eft* et th a t 
both the d* fondants were prominently 
connect* <1 with the blowing Hp of the 
Peoria and Pekin bridge. Smet he hav­ 
ing said I here would he “hell to pa> 
unless union men w re employed on 
that brill;: 
The bondsman who asked 
to be discharged from the $5,000 lia­ 
bility in ca eh instance was Thomas 
Webb, a broker and large property 
owner of Peoria. 
Ray is a former 
president of the lo; a1 union at Peoria 
and 8mythe is the business ag*nt and 
financial secretary. 
Richard IT. Johnson, general m ana­ 
ger of the Peoria and Pekin Union 
railway, testified that in 1910 the rail­ 
way was having constructed a double 
track bridge, the MoCllntlc-Mar shall 
Construction company doing the work. 
Dec. 2, lf) HI, prior to the beginning of 
the work, said Johnson, Smythe, Ray 
and H. 8. Hoefcin called at his office 
about the employment of union labor. 
Smythe and Ray called again in Feb­ 
ruary, 1910, said Johnson, and he told 
them that th* construction company 
said that it was willing to pay union 
wages and to employ Peoria work 
men to the extent to which workmen 
could be obtained there, but that it

Johnson, Smythe, in the presence of 
Ray, said:

SAME AS SUEZ WML RATES, 


Warship* Will Pay 50 C*nts a Ton—H 


Will Pay In Tw*nty Y*ar»-Rates 
Expected to Me*t Fixed Charges and 
Provide Sinking Fund In T*n Years. 


In compliance with the Panama ca- 


nal act President Taf t has issued a proc- 
lamation announcing the rates of teH 
to be paid by the vessels passiBC 
through the waterway. The rates ta- 
ed are those recommended by Emery 
R. Johnson, professor of transportatio» 
and commerce of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 
The president, after 


long and careful consideration of the 
data, found no reason for making any 
change in the rates recommended. 


The rate for merchant vessels carry- 


ing passengers and cargo is $1.20 per 
net ton. Each 100 cubic feet of earn- 
ing space in the ship will be accounted 
as a ton. 
Vessels in ballast wittomt 


passengers are to pay 40 per cent less 
than the rate for vessels with passen- 
gers and cargo. 


Warships other than transports, col- 


liers, hospital and supply ships are to 
pay 50 cents per displacement tern. 
Transports and other auxiliaries are to 
pay $1.20 per ton. No per capita pas- 
senger toil will be required. The Snez 
passenger toll is about $175 for each 
passenger. 


Government* to Ba Notified. 


The president's proclamation, togeth- 


er with tbe rules for the measurement 
of vessels, which are now in course ef 
preparation by Professor Johnson, wtt 
be transmitted to the various govern- 
ments with which tbe United States 
has commercial treaties and relations. 
Eight governments will be asked to 
translate the proclamation, together 
with tbe rules for measurement, and 
direct the proper officials to prepare 
blanks suitable for tbe use of all mer- 
chant vessels that may pass through 
the canal. The government will be 
asked also to direct the measurement 
of vessels that will pass through the 
canal, so that the proper papers may 
be shown to the canal authorities when 
the ship arrives at either terminal. 


The rates approved by the president 


are practically the same as the reduced 
rates agreed on for the Suez canal. 
which will go into effect in 1913. 


The Suez rate per ton on merchant 


vessels is to be reducea 50 centimes, or 
to 6% francs, which is the equivalent 
of $1.200 (one dollar and twenty and 
six-tenths cents). On war vessels the 
Panama rates are somewhat higher 
than those of the Suez canal.

LINCOLN WAY." 


To Mirk Rout* Taken by Emancipa- 


tor'* Family In 1830. 


• Pursuant to an act of the Illinois leg- 
islature a preliminary investigation of 
the route traveled by the Lincoln fam- 
ily in removing from Indiana to Illi- 
nois in 1830 has been finished by 
Charles Jl Thompson, assistant in his- 
tory at the University of Illinois. 


So far as Mr. Thompson was able to 


determine, the Lincolns crossed the 
WabashDriver at Vineennes, Ind., and 
traveled on tbe Vincenues-St. Louis 
stage road to Lawrenceville. where 
they 
turned 
northward, 
passing 


through Palestine. York and Darwin 
to Paris. From Paris they appear to 
have followed the stage road through 
Charleston to Shelbyville, whence they 
Journeyed to Decatur.

Professor 
Johnson figures that the rate per net 
ton can bo reduced at the end of ten 
years to $1. 


The Johnson report shows that a for- 


eign traffic of about 9.000.000 tons may 
be expected through the canal in its 
first two years of operation, a traffic 
of more than 11.000.000 tons in 1300 
and 14.000,000 tons in 1925.

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IHOMAS RILEY MARSHALL. 


vice president elect, although a 
Hoosier by birth, lsp a scion of 
one of the oldest families of tbe 


Old Dominion. The Marshalls of Vir- 
ginia, from the days of the father of 
he great chief justice of that name, 
have taken rank with the Washing- 
ons, the Randolphs, tbe Lees and oth- 
er families whose histories are part of 
he history of the state and of the 
country. 


Tom Marshall, as he is called in In- 


diana, is a worthy complement to 
Woodrow Wilson. Like Governor Wil- 
son, Governor Marshall is regarded as 
a good campaigner, and. like the presi- 
dent elect, he makes his most effective 
points in caustic and witty epigrams. 


Governor Marshall was born in 


North Manchester. Wabash county, 
nd., fifty-eight years ago. His father 
was Dr. Daniel M. Marshall, a physi- 
cian in comfortable circumstances. 
31s mother, who was Martha E. Pat- 
terson before her marriage, was a di 
rect descendant of Charles Carroll of 
Carrollton, a signer of the Declaration 
of Independence. 


In 1S73 Marshall was graduated from 


the Wabash college at Crawfordsville, 
[nd., receiving the degree of bachelor 
of arts. At college he achieved a re- 
markable reputation for scholarship, 
qualifying easily for Phi Beta Kappa. 


After his graduation Mr. Marshall 


moved to Fort Wayne and took up 
the study of law in the office of Judge 
Walter Ods. On the day he was tweji- 
ty-one years old, March 14, 1875, he 
was admitted to the bar. Meanwhile 
he had settled in Columbia City, Ind.. 
and he has made his home at Colum- 
bia City ever since. 


A Conspicuous Figure. 


It was not long before Marshall be- 


gan to display unusual legal ability 
and became a conspicuous figure in the 
courts of northern Indiana. 


It was while playing the role of a 


country "lawyer that Marshall wooed 
anil won Miss Lois I. Kimsey of Ar- 
gola. Ind.. iu 1S95. He and his wife 
have been inseparable companions. 
though no children bave been born to 
them. 


Marshall niislit bave remained 
:i 


couutry lawyer but for his sound com- 
mon sense in refusing to run for con- 


it through the federal constitattoa. 


a resolution for the popular election «f 
United States senators, corrupt prac- 
tice and campaign contribution publici- 
ty statute, an employers' liability law 
on liberal lines, abolishing workmea'a 
waiver and tbe fellow servant rule, a 
bill antaoriziag .railroad commissioaB 
to flz rates, child labor laws, c«U 
storage limitations, standardization «t 
weights and measures, sanitary inspec- 
tion of schoolbonses. industrial inspec- 
tion for safety «f factories, mines and 
railroad, a law making Mock signals 
obligatory on all steam and electric 
railways and a bill for making uniform 
the accounting «f all public offices t* 
tbe state. 


In tbe course »f many speeches Mar- 


shall has made clear bis attitude «• 
most of the great questions of the day. 
Tbe general progressive views, hew- 
ever, do not carry him to the point «f 
favoring the recall of Judges or JndicW 
decisions. 
Speaking before the c*s>- 


vention which indorsed him for presi- 
dent last March, be said: 


"Lincoln held it to be the inalienabfe 


right of an unsuccessful litigant to g» 
down to the tavern and cuss the court 
It is the theory of Roosevelt that it is 
the right of the unsuccessful litigant 
to go down to tbe tavern and overrule 
the court. Bitterness of spirit and in- 
dignation at what I deem to be judicial 
injustice seize me. Even now I am 
chafing nnder what I conceive to be 
the unwarranted Interference of courts 
with my prerogatives. But my sober 
judgment, looking to the permanent 
good of the people, compels me to in- 
sist tbnt tbe courts must remain free 
and untrammeled; that we must seek 
relief through the remedy we now have 
and patiently abide the reversal of Ju- 
dical injustice. Until the provisions of 
our present constitution with reference 
to officials are tried and until graver 
evils arise than have thus far arise* 
there is but slight demand for the ia- 
itiative. referendum and recall." 


As to Bosses and Machines. 


More recently, at Fort Wayne, in a 


speech tefore the Indiana Editorial as- 
sociation on "H*w May Constitutional 
Governnaint Endure?" he stated his po- 
sition with great clearness on the gen- 
eral proposition of representative gov- 
ernment. 


"Notwithstanding our boast, our gov- 


ernment is not of and by and for the 
people." said he, "yet I make bold to 
say that it is still a representative 
democracy. 
Public speakers and the 


public press bave been giving voice for 
twenty years to the fact that this Is not 
a people's government, with laws to 
preserve the equality of mankind and 
to give each citizen his opportunity for 
honest success. It has been heralded 
and shouted tbat the bosses are in con- 
trol from ocean to ocean; that theii 
machines have taken over the politics 
and legislation of this country: that 
the bosses and their machines have 
prevented the people from crystallizing 
our great ideals into laws that could 
be enforced. 


"To lie sure, we have had bosses 


and we have bad machine politics in 
America. 
\Ve bave had legislation 


which, by enactment and construction, 
has not tended to promote tbe ideal of 
equality and tbe opportunity for honest 
success. 
Kut it is equally true that the 


people, if they could only get a chance 
to express themselves, would declare 
in unmistakable terms their belief that 
this system was • vicious—that they 
would smash the machines, banish the 
bosses and select, officials who would

Not a Politician.

There Is little of 
the politician about him. In fact, from 
the moment that he became the nomi- 
nee for governor he was the despair of 
the party leaders throughout tbe state. 
He did bis campaigning in his own 
way, journeyiug from town to town 
with Mrs. Marshall, and calmly telling 
the voters what they might expect if 
they elected him.

ECHO QF PEORIA EXPLOSIONS 


When Evidencs'Tending to Implicate 


Former President and Secretary of 
Peoria Iron Workers' Union in Out- 
rases st That Place Was Presented 
In Dynamiting Cases, Bondsman Sur- 
rendered the Defendants. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 20.—As the trial 


progressed in the dynamiting case the 
expectation that some of the defend- 
ants would get "cold feet" has not 
been realized, nut some of the bonds- 
men have beeoim fearful of the result 
and Edward Sraythe and James E. 
Ray, defendants from Peoria, were 
surrendered in open court by their 
bondsman, who said he did not care 
longer to stand for the defendants. 
Both men were placed in custody of 
the marshal and were taken to jail. 


The immediate cause of the surren- 


der was testimony to the effect that 
both the defendants were prominently 
connected with the blowing xip of the 
Peoria and Pekin bridge, Smythe hav- 
ing said there would be "hell to pay" 
unless union men were employed on 
that briclgo. The bondsman who asked 
to be discharged from the ?5,000 lia- 
bility in each instance was Thomas 
Webb, a broker and large property 
owner of Peoria. 
Ray is a former 


president of> the local union at Peoria 
and Smythe is the business agent and 
financial secretary. 


Richard H. Johnson, general mana- 


ger of the Peoria and Pekin Union 
railway, testified that in 1910 the rail- 
way was having constructed a double 
track bridge, the ilcClintic-Marshall 
Construction company doing the work. 
Dec. 2, 1909, prior to the beginning of 
the work, said Johnson, Smythe, Ray 
and H. S. Hockin called at his office 
about the employment of union labor. 


Smythe and Ray called again in Feb- 


ruary, 1910, said Johnson, and he told 
them that the construction company 
said that it was willing to pay union 
wages and to employ Peoria work- 
men to the extent to which workmen 
could he obtained there, but that it 
made no discrimination between union 
and non-union men. 
According to 


Johnson, Smythe, in the presence of 
Ray, said: "If it is not a union job I 
am afraid there will be hell to pay.'' 


The first explosion directed against 


material for the bridge was on June 
4, 1910, and the second Sept. 4. 


Charles Brown, a moving picture 


operator of Kansas City, testified he 
had met J. B. McNamara in 1909 and 
afterward came across him in Los An- 
geles. Brown was broke and McNa- 
mara loaned him $50. Later in Kan- 
sas City McXamara and W. Bert 
Brown, one of the defendants, came to 
him and wanted him to enter the dy- 
namiting game. They told the witness 
that they wanted the Armonr bridge 
at Kansas City blown Tip and they 
would furnish the explosive and clock- 
work and there would be no danger 
to him. 


When the witness asked them wliy 


they did not do it themselves they 
said they d'd not want a union iron- 
worker to do it. for suspicion would 
rest on them. The witness was aslced 
If he could identify Brown, ai'.d be 
looked over the courtroom and said 
that he was seated on the north side. 
At that instant another defendant, ex 
actly Brown's build and much like 
him, arose and with folded arms wait 
ed for the identification. ,The witness 
told him that he was not Brown, and 
then Brown, who was seated near him. 
rose and was identified. The district 
attorney remarked: "Well, that trick 
did not work."

With a Speed Unprecedented in His- 


tory of First Degrea Convictions in 
New York, Jury Which Heard Trial ' 
of Four Gun.-nen Accused of Murder 
of Herman Rosenthal Returned Ver- 
dict Settling Fate of the Men. 


New York, Nov. 20.—In the trial of 


the four gunmen for the murder of 
Herman Rosenthal, only a single bal- 
lot that was taken by the jury immedi- 
ately upon retiring to consider the ver- 
dict, was necessary for the jury to 
bring in a verdict of murder in the 
first degree against all four defend- 
ants. Frank Cirofici (Dag» Frank), 
Frank Muller (Whiter Lewis), Louis 
Rosenberg (Lefty Louie), and Harry 
Horowitz (Gyp the Blood). 


Counsel for the defendants made the 


usual motion to set the verdict aside, 
but it was denied. Justice Boff then 
remanded the prisoners to the Tombs 
nntil 10:30 this morning, -at which 
time their pedigrees were taken and 
the date set for pronouncing sentence. 


The verdict was arrived at, Accord- 


ing to the oldest court officers, with 
a speed unprecedented in the Wstory 
of first degree convictions in the coun- 
ty. Also the conviction was unique ia 
that it was the first time four men 
have been convicted of murder is the 
first degree collectively ia the state.

"When the good people of the 


north," he commented, "pour money 
uto the south to educate the negro, 
they do it regardless of the kind of 
education the negro needs, agricul- 
tural, industrial and domestic. 


Latin and Greek makes fools of

The minister advocated that the 


negro girls be educated for house- 
hold work and the boys prepared for 
their station in life.
